wonlthy classes. They havo had to suffer 
sacrilices of the most trying acter, in 
onler to meot the larye sums taken in the 
lump in property or income tax. The tax 
must rin its course, and it is of very little 
use to complain of it; but for the sake of 
truth its burden and its ill consequences 
should bo stated while we still suffer and 
see them, One bearing of the property tax 
we should hope will not escape the notice 
of our metropolitan reformers.

Great Britam agrees to cede back to 
Honduras, Ruatenand theother Bay Islands. 
Tfonduras agrees to respect, and not to 
molest, all the rights and privileges acquir- 
ed by British subjects residing on the Islands, 
Mr. Dallas has been consulted, and agrees, 
on the part of the United States govern- 
mont, to respect, abide by, and bo satisfied 
with this settlement of tho question. 

So that is the first knotty point got over. 
There has also been some dispute about 
the Mosquito Protectorate over a tract of 
land claimed by the republic of Nicaragua, 
It is claimed by the United States, that af- 
er the convention of 1850, England had 
no right to continue its protectorate over 
his sable majesty the King of the Mosquitos, 
Her Majesty’s government, while it held 
that this protectorate was recognized by 
tho express words of the treaty, was wil- 
ling to give up the point. Mr, Ruchanan 
was frequently told by the Earl of Claren- 
don that her majesty,s government would 
be willing to give up its protectorate over 
the Mosquito Territory, “ provided they 
could do so with honour seouring adequate 
provision for their King and Indians of that 
country.” Some months since the Walker- 
Rivas government of Nicaragua made 
ovortures to Great Britain to give this pro- 
tection to the king by placing him on the 
samo footing with other Indian chiefs ow- 
ing that government allegiance.

A Serious riot occurred at Nenagh, Ire- 
Iand, on the 6th of July and succeeding 
days. The cause was, in substance, that 
the governinent, whon the militia was om- 
botlied, promised to each man a considon- 
blo bounty, but having now no furthor need 
of thom, refurcs to pay the balance? and 
orders them to bo disbanded. An order 
wasissued Cotako up the newclothing which 
was distributed to the men in April last.

BRUTAL MURDER. 

A murder of a peculiarly revolting char- 
actor was perpetrated on Monday last in 
“ Brook's Bush,” at the castern extremit 
the city, Tho particulars of the sanguina- 
ry deed, so far as we have yet leamed, are 
as follows: A colored man, named Samuel 
Sewell, residing in the vicinity of Brook's 
Bush, despatched his son Isaiah Sewell, to 
the city to pay a note of $40 to one of the 
butchers in the Arcade, and while passing 
through the bush the young man fell into 
the company of a number of dissolute men 
and women who infest that locality. De- 
eased remained some time with those par- 
ties, when a quarrel arose between lim and 
a person named Michael Bary, a laborer on 
the milroad, the paramonr of the female 
with whom deceased more particularly as- 


sociated. Angry words were exchanged, 
when Bary seized a bottle and struck de- 


ceased a violent blow on the back part of 
tho head, killing him instantly, When the 
tidings reached the city a posse of eight 
policemen under charge of Sergeant Mac- 
Caftrey procéeded to the spot, but the mur- 
derer had escaped, and no traces of him 
could be found, although a diligent s 
was instituted throughout the entire neig 
borhood. They, however, succeeded in 
arresting the follwing, as having been im- 
plicated in the transaction—John Cly 
Patrick Matthows, Samuel Joslin, Andrew 
Jenkins, William Kerr, Jane Ward, Cathe- 
rine Cogan, Catherine O'Brien, and Jane 
Granfield. On searching the prisoners the 
money which deceased liad with him when 
murdered (less 4s. Gd.) was found on the 
person of Jane Ward. ‘Tho prisoners were 
arraigned at the Police Court yesterday af- 
ternoon before Aldermen Crooks and Man- 
ning, and after a preliminary investigation 
were remanded for furthor examination — 
Coroner Duggan empannelled a Jury and 
held an inquest on the body‘of the dec 
ed on Monday evening, and the inye: 
tion was prolonged until three o’¢lock on 
Tuesday morning, when a yerdict of wilful 
murder was returned against Michael Bary. 
We understand that telegraphic messages 
have been despatched in various directions 
for the capture of the murderer, who at 
last accounts was still at larwe— Colonist. 

The murderer has since been captured, 
and is now waiting his trial. 


MELANCHOLY OCOGURRENOE--A MAN 
AND HIS WIFE BURNED TO DEATII 
NEAR NEWBORO—INQUEST.

was soon enveloped in flames. Tlowever, 
they succeeded in removing a good deal of 
their furniture, bedding, &c., after which 

Mis. McAnally rushed into the house, it is 

supposed, to remove somo money which 

she had privately Inid up, but the flames 

Were 80 great she could not get out again. 

Mr, McAnally, hor husband, tried to get 
| her out through a window; he being out 
sido, the fire surrounded him also, and dur- 
ing his attempt to save her life the roof fell 
in, and precipitated lier from his grasp into 
the burning ruins of the building. Cathe- 
rine O'Connel then succeeded in dragging 
him out of the flames, but was seriously 
burned in the effort. She then removed 
the burning particles of his night-dress, but 
he appeared to be no more than a living 
mass of matter, But to give a full picture 
of this dreadful tragedy would be to ap- 
palling to our sonses, therefore I must close 
the description of this melancholy scene.

The} 
answ nm to this bullying letter (it is 


an ugly word, but the only one which 
serves the purpose) is, as you will perceiy 
straightforward and manly; but'the prevail- 
ing feeling, both inside the Camara and 
out of it, is, that the letter should have been 
returned. Mr. Jerningham has brought 
the Ministry into ill repute with the people, 
and if his design was to inake the Goyern- 
ment unpopular on account of the slave 
trade, he has most undoubtedly hit the 
mark. 
From our perusal 

and of the letters recei 


of the Rio journals, 
ved by eminent com- 
mercial houses, we can fully confirm these 
statements; and we regrot to add that a 
Portuguese translation of Mr, Jerningham’s 
note, presented by the Brazillian Minister 
for foreign affairs, in his annual report to 
the Chamber, shows that the offensive doc- 
ument was not a personal indiscretion of 
our charge d'affaires at the court of Brazil, 
but was formally presented by him in obedi- 
ence to instructions received from the For- 
eign office. Of the note wecan only say 
that it is calculated to make British diplo- 
macy at Rio as “unacceptable” (and with 
much better cause) as it has recently been 
declared to be at Washington. 

The excuse for this note is, we presume, 
that Lord Olarenden, oppressed and worn 
ont by Europoan, United States and Central 
American affairs, has not been ablete aiva 
to our relations with Brazil, that personal 
care, attention and consideration which 
thoy merit ; and that, unconscious of the dan- 
gersinto which our trade ij running, he has 
allowed his subordinates to pursue that ster- 
eotyped line of policy which making no al- 
lowance for change of circumstances, is the 
cause of more than half the unpopularity 
of England in foreign states. Our trade 
| with the Brazils is, however, jeoparded by 
that policy. ¢ 

The Brazilian Government has at this 
time anew tariff of customs duties in hands, 
and with the Brazilian population excited 
in this way against England, nothing is 
more likely than that the tariff will reduce 
the duties on all goods but those of Eng- 
land; it may, indeed, go further, and im- 
pose differential rates on English fabrics. 
It is very true that by doing so Brazil will 
injure herself as well as retalate on us; but 
self-respect and love of independence are 
worth some pecunliary sacrifices; and it will 
be small consolation to English houses now 
trading with and established in Brazil, to 
know that cottons have been raised a penny 
a yard by the transfer of their business to 
American and French establishment. 

If we only pursued a reational, moder- 
ate, and temperate course, English interests 
would altogether predominate in Brazil ; 
whereas it isnow impossible to read the 
newspapers of that country without seeing 
that rising intelligence of the empire in 
disgust at England, is turning in favor of 
an intimate alliance with the United 
States as against our country; and if we 
turn to the journals of the States, there we 
shall find the greatestencouragements given 
to Brazil. Ono day we read an undiscrim- 
inating eloge on the character of the Empe- 
another day we peruse an article on 
slonization of the valley of the Amaz- 
ve find the identity ofinter- 
petween Brazil and the United 
States in their black population enforced ; 
and on a fourth we seo the policy of a 
firm union between tho two countries bold- 
ly avoided, and not without reason, for the 
United States with Brazil is increasing ata 
rate beyond that of England. 

In 1854, its value was somewhat about 
$14,000,000; in 1 , it had risen to the 
sum of $20,000,000. The acute Yankees 
of the North aim, too, at monopolizing the 
coasting trade of Br They know very 
well that Brazil, rather than submit to the 
threat that Mr. Jermingham has conveyed 
to tho Rio Cabinet, will transfer that trade 
to a foreign flag, as they wero formerly on 
the very point of doing, and that they quite- 
ly watchod for tle opportunity our Foreign

NEWS FROM AUSTRALIA. 


The Mines—Banlsa—The Gold Marke!— 

The Etection—A Strike—Trade, &e. 

By way of England we have Melbourne 
advices to the 26th of April. 

The mining intelligence continues farer- 
able. The rush to the Green Tile still con- 
tinnes. From Bendigo we learn that tho 
number of persons trying thelr fortaries at 
those diggings was on the increase, and their 
labors were attended with success. Several 
new shatts have been sunk on the Windmill 

Reefs. At the Victoria Keefe, several caine 
have been lately sold at high priecs, and the 
whole line of ground presents a most health» 
appearance. One person Jately crushed 99§ 
ounces of gold out of 10 tons of quartz. 

The returns of the Banks of Austrolin dur- 
ing the first quarter of the present yenr are 
very satisfactory, showing o steadily pro- 
gressive business. ‘The sdeposits are inereas- 
ing in. a greater ratio than the indebtedness 
of the colonists to the Banks. 

Nis: Cetherine Hays had arrived in Mel- 
bourne from Lanncestown, and would pro- 
ceed to England 1 the Royal Charter. 

Gold at Melborne had declined 3d. per 
ounce—the Bankers qnoting the purchase 
rate at £3 16s. per ones.

Advices to the 7th of May have been re- 
ceived in England from the Cape. 

Up to that date the state of affairs on the 
frontier in the free state (late Sovereignty) 
side stood thas: A letter had begn received 
by the Government of Sir George Grey, from 
the President of the State, that it was bis 
intention to move out in a fow days for the 
purpose of chastising a predatory chief, ally 
to the Basutah nation, who had coinmitted 
or connived at robbing and cattle stealing,and 
who refused restitution or satisfaction ; 
thatsaid chief was prepared to defend him- 
self, and had been promised assistance by one 
of the relations of the Moshesh, the chief of 
the Basutah, who, at the requost of the Pres- 
ident, had remonstrated with his kinsman 
without effect; that it was apprehended 
that other tribes would join the rofractory 
chiefs, and fears of a wide spread rising were 
generally entertained, 

The President also desired aid from Gov- 
ernor Grey, and the Governor had made a 
communication to tho Cape Parliament on 
this matter, tending much to allay the excite- 
ment caused by a knowledge of the receipt 
of the above letter to him, but a very uneasy 
fecling prevailed, and one sentiment was up- 
permost throughout the community, As a 
precautionary measure all the available 
troops—about 500 only—had left in the Cas- 
tor frigate for East London, and Her Majes- 
ty’s steam-frigato Penelope had been dis- 
patched to the Manritins with an urgent re- 
quest from Governor Grey for the loan of a 
regiment of Infantry which was to be con- 
yoyed direct to East London in that vessel. 

The “commando” of the five States was to 
have commenced its march in three colamns 
by as many different routes converged on 
tho chief's place of residence, some days de- 
fore the 7th of May. 

Much anxiety prevails on the result, The

THE WHEAT CROP IN LIVINGSTON | 
COUNTY,

of wheat just secured is smaller in Livings- 
ton County, heretofore regarded as the 
surestcounty inthe State for a fair crop, 
than has been known for twenty-five years, 
taking into account the quantity of land un- | 
der cultivation. The breadth of land sown 
was small, and on the flats where the larg- 
est crops are realized in favorable seasons, | 
there is scarcely wheat enough to pay for | 
harvesting. A lot of nearly one hundred 
acres on the Mount Morris flats, owned by} 
abranch of the New Hampshire Shakers, is 
now being rolled inand ploughed. Tt is to- 
tally destroyed by the rustand the weevil.
